METROPOLITAN CounTIES Brancu: City Division 
During the first quarter of this year the following addresses 
were given at the Metropolitan Hospital, before attendances 
of from twenty-five to thirty-five members. 

January 5th.—Dr. Ropert Hutcuison, on juvenile rheum- 
atism. A concise and very useful summary of present 
knowledge of treatment and prognosis, laying special stress 
on the taking of the sleeping pulse rate as the best indication 
of the heart’s action when there is apparent tachycardia. 

February 2nd.—Dr. P. Hamitr, on the therapeutics of the 
circulatory system. A most valuable and highly appreciated 
dissertation on the older medicinal substances, and on a 
large number of recently prepared compounds which the 
modern chemical firms are now preparing, with some indica- 
tion of their relative values. 

March Ist.—Mr. T. ANwyr Davies, on early syphilis in the 
female. An evening of exceptional and unusual interest on a 
subject often neglected, illustrated by a wonderful and quite 
unique series of coloured slides, which were greatly appreciated 
by the meeting. 

Three clinical afternoon demonstrations were also kindly 
arranged by the staff of the Metropolitan Hospital, when Dr. 
Norman Hitt, Mr. K. Acron Davis, and Mr. L. H. Savin 
showed most interesting collections of medical, surgical, and 
ophthalmic cases respectively. 

January 26th-—A general business meeting was held, when 
the Division approved the following resolution, forwarded to 
it by its National Health Insurance Section: 


That in view of the gross and unmerited injustice of fixing 
the capitation cut on a basis of 10 per cent. of our gross 
income instead of on 10 per cent. of our net income from 
insurance practice, thus placing upon our already underpaid 
services a greater burden than that of other classes of the 
community to whom the cut has been applied, this section will 
urge by all means in its power that as soon as there is the 
slightest revision in the cuts of any class of the community 
our own cut shall be immediately adjusted to an equitable 
amount. 

March 16th.—At a meeting of the National Health Insur- 
ance Section Executive Committee of the Division, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed and forwarded to the quarters 
concerned : 

That this National Health Section of the City Division views 
with grave concern any suggestion to reduce the income tax or 
any other general tax without previously abolishing the recently 
imposed Government cuts; that it would regard any such action 
as a distinct breach of faith on the part of the Government to 
those classes of the community who have borne an increased 
burden during the financial crisis, and that it calls upon the 
Insurance Acts Committee, the London Panel Committee, and 
the medical members of Parliament to ensure that the Minister 
of Health is acquainted with this opinion ; and that it asks other 
Divisions to forward similar expressions of opinion.

AN OPEN LETTER TO NON-MEMBERS 


DEAR SIR OR MADAM, 

The British Medical Association, which next July celebrates its Centenary throughout the British Empire, 
saw the light of day in the Board Room of Worcester General Infirmary on July 19th, 1832. Reform was 
in the air. The Reform Act had been passed exactly six weeks before the Worcester birth. It had 
become obvious to one man at least, Charles Hastings, medical practitioner, Worcester, that many reforms 
were required in matters medical and medico-social, and in concert with his confréres he called a meeting 
of the local practitioners. Railway travelling was also in its infancy, there was neither penny post nor 
telegraph, nor had women doctors yet arrived ; but fifty medical men attended the meeting, including not 
only most of those in Worcester and its neighbourhood, but some from Bath, Birmingham, Bristol, 
Cheltenham, Oxford, and Warwick. 

Among other things raised at the meeting were the fact that medical practitioners did not hold in the 
community the status to which they were entitled ; that peace, harmony, friendly intercourse, and co- 
operation between doctors were essential ; that if the profession were constituted as it should be, the 
harmony which would be established could not but result in extending the science and improving the practice 
of medicine. Then and there, by unanimous decision of the meeting, the Association was formed. By 
unanimous decision the young society announced to the world as its objects: 

‘‘ The investigation and collection of information in respect of everything pertaining to the 
science and art of our profession, the maintenance of its honour and interests, and the fostering 
of a feeling of friendship among its members.”’ 

True to this catholic programme in the years which have intervened, and working steadily for its 
realization, the Association is now regarded by its lay critics as one of the most active and most powerful 
professional organizations, medical or cther, throughout the world. What the medical profession thinks of 
the Association is shown by the growth of the Association’s membership, now over 34,000. 

The Association’s history is an inspiring record of work for the profession and the community. To 
mention one or two of its achievements: it played a considerable part in the evolution of the first Medical 
Act, a step notable as meaning the organization of medicine as a definite profession, and profoundly impor- 
tant for the protection of the community ; the Royal Army Medical Corps is a result of its work ; it 
promoted and financed an investigation into the health of 100,000 school children, and on the basis of 
the information thus obtained was ultimately successful in securing enactment of provision for compulsory 
medical inspection of school children ; it so transformed the first National Health Insurance Bill that as 
a legislative enactment the latter has become a powerful factor in safeguarding the health of the community ; 
during the great war its Central Medical War Committee acted as professional tribunal, deciding the appor- 
tionment of doctors to the fighting forces and to the civilian population ; it has lately joined in initiating the 
formation of the Association Professionnelle Internationale des Médecins, which now includes thirty-one 
national medical groups ; and by the many collective clinical investigations which it undertakes—for 
example, those carried out as to anaesthetics, fractures, and cancer—it serves the profession and the 
community. 

Geographically, the British Medical Association is more “‘ far flung ’’ than the British Empire. It has 
101 Branches and 246 Divisions throughout the Empire, within which the Member of the Association is 
ipso facto a Member of the Branch and Division in which he or she lives. The Association is in a position 
to help its Members collectively, sectionally, and individually in whatever part of the world they may be, 
and such help is part of its daily work. It has houses or offices at Adelaide, Brisbane, Capetown, Dublin, 
Edinburgh, London, Melbourne, Perth (W.A.), Sydney, Wellington (N.Z.), and elsewhere. Its new London 
House in Tavistock Square, opened in 1925 by H.M. the King, is a popular meeting place for its 
Members visiting London. 
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The work of the Association is fourfold. Thus it works for and represents its Members collectively in 


matters affecting our profession as a very responsible factor in the community ; it guards our profession 
against unfair attack, legislative or other ; it promotes the medical and allied sciences, and fosters the 
spirit of comradeship, thus helping the individual member of the profession to be more efficient and more 
useful ; and it helps its Members individually. The scope of the Association thus includes everything 
affecting the members of our profession and our joint trusteeship to the community. 

Its work for the medical and allied sciences is typical of its many activities. It publishes the Britis, 
Medical Journal, the Archives of Disease in Childhood, the Journal of Neurology and Psychopathology, the 
Handbook for Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners, and other publications. It spends annually, directly 
or indirectly, a sum estimated at over £40,000 for the advancement of science, including scholarships, grants, 
and prizes for clinical research ; it owns large libraries (reference and circulating) ; it gives its Members 
facilities at meetings, local and central, for consideration and discussion of clinical and _ scientific matters, 
and where also the social element is not forgotten ; and it distributes information and gives help as regards 
post-graduate facilities throughout the world. 

The privileges of the Member of the Association include: 

1. Participation in all the activities of the Association, local and central. 

2. Receipt weekly, free by post, of the British Medical Journal and its Supplement, one of 
the leading medical journals of the world. 

3. Participation in the government of the Association, local and central, and in the formula- 
tion of its policy. 

4. Use of the Houses of the Association. At the London House the facilities include Reference 
and Circulating Libraries ; common-room accommodation, with facilities for light refreshments ; and 
garage and telephone facilities. From the Circulating Library Members in the British Isles can 
borrow books (up to four at a time), free of charge. 

5. The advice and help of the central staff of the Association in professional matters, of what- 
soever kind, affecting him or her individually. 

The control and direction of the policy and affairs of the Association are vested in its Representative 
Body (the ‘‘ Medical Parliament ’’), and the Council is the Executive of the Association. Both these bodies, 
like all the committees of the Association, local and central, are democratically elected. Its central committees 
and subcommittees, over sixty in number, cover all professional activities. Thus democratically organized, 
the Association is recognized as qualified to speak and act for the profession of the Empire, locally and 
centrally. 

No fair-minded critic can ignore the fact that, in these hundred years, the Association has by loyal 
work gone a long way towards the realization of the ideals set before it by Hastings and his confréres, 
It has stood, and stands, for the honour and interests of the profession. 

You will, however, agree that much in every direction remains to be done. There is only one way in 
which we can do it. Our road to individual and collective efficiency and success is by fellowship, mutual 
education, and mutual help. The Association offers such opportunities in abundance, and these and its 
whole effectiveness are directly increased by the accession of each further reputable member of our profession. 
The Association appeals particularly to the younger members of the profession to join it and carry on the’ 
work of those who have made the Association what it is. 

The celebration of the hundredth anniversary of the founding of the Association in July next through- 
out the Empire will be a notable event. The Centenary Meeting, London, Sunday, July 24th, to Friday, 
July 29th, under the Presidency of Lord Dawson of Penn, will, there is every sign, be attended by a 
record number of Members, Delegates, and Representatives from throughout and beyond the Empire, and 
of Delegates from the medical bodies of foreign countries. The Sections of the London Meeting will thus 
be of international importance. 

On the eve of this historic celebration, the Council invites you, if you have not already applied for 
Membership, to give it the pleasure of welcoming you as a candidate for Membership of the Association. 
Your Membership would then date from July Ist, at the half-year subscription rate.

National Health Insurance 
LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE 
A meeting of the London Panel Committee was held at the 
British Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, on 
March 22nd, with Dr. H. J. Carpae in the chair. 


NATIONAL FORMULARY AND DISPENSING 

At the previous meeting of the committee a recommenda- 
tion to inform the Insurance Acts Committee that the addi- 
tion of directions to formulae in the National Formulary was 
an encouragement of slovenly prescribing was referred back to 
the subcommittee which had brought it forward. The sub- 
committee now brought forward the recommendation again, 
in somewhat different words, having seen no reason to alter 
its opinion that the directions in the formulary are not desir- 
able, on the ground that they do not conduce to careful 
dispensing on the part of practitioners. The secretary of the 
committee explained that the question had arisen through 
complaints received by the Pharmaceutical Committee to the 
effect that certain practitioners had given verbal instructions 
to their patients and had not written them on the prescrip- 
tion form. These verbal directions were contrary to the 
printed directions, so that the patient was told one thing by 
the doctor and another by the chemist. One member of the 
committee, however, thought that the secretary’s explanation 
was an additional argument for not making any change. 
The chairman pointed out that what it was desired to establish 
was the principle that every practitioner should, at the end 
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of a prescription, write his directions as to the manner in 
which that prescription should be taken or used. 

After some further discussion the recommendation was 
defeated. 

PERMISSION TO EMPLOY AN ASSISTANT 

The Insurance Committee had requested the observations of 
the Panel Committee upon the question as to whether per- 
mission granted to a certain practitioner to employ an assis- 
tant should now be withdrawn. It appeared that the practi- 
tioner was a man of advanced years, but of great mental 
alertness. He did not take a very active part in the actual 
conduct of the practice, his work mainly consisting of the 
general supervision of the assistant. He generally attended 
the surgery on two days a week, and stated that he had 
found that the same patients came to see him, so that in 
this connexion continuity of treatment was absolutely assured. 
No complaints had been received from the insured persons. 
The Panel Committee agreed to a recommendation to inform 
the Insurance Committee that although it strongly objected 
to the principle of ‘‘ farming out,’’ it was of the opinion, 
after investigation, that the conduct of this practice did not 
come within that category. It considered that the insured 
persons concerned had not suffered in any way by reason of 
the manner in which the practice was being conducted. 
Whilst it was recognized that the principal practitioner did 
not take a very active part in the conduct of the practice, he 
was undoubtedly available for consultation and supervision, 
and the principles of continuity of treatment and availability 
on request had been preserved. The committee was also of 
opinion that it would be unreasonable to withhold permission 
to employ an assistant in this case, and such action would 
be injurious to the practice, as it would entail a fresh practi- 
tioner being brought in, the present assistant being unwilling 
to accept a partnership. 


CAPITATION FEE 

The General Purposes Subcommittee reported that it had 
received a report of the proceedings at the last meeting of the 
Stepney Medical Society, which considered that in view of 
the increase of work due to the more frequent application for 
treatment by the insured person and the more elaborate treat- 
ment by modern methods, the remuneration of insurance 
practitioners was insufficient, and that the Insurance Acts 
Committee should be urged to place an increase in the capita- 
tion fee in che forefront in any future negotiations with the 
Ministry. The subcommittee, in view of the fact that a meet- 
ing of the Insurance Acts Committee was imminent, had sent 
on a resolution to that body in the name of the main com- 
mittee, requesting that it should press for an increase in the 
capitation fee at the earliest possible moment. The com- 
mittee approved of the action taken in the matter. The pro- 
ceedings of the Insurance Acts Committee on the London 
resolution were reported in last week’s Supplement. 


THE PADDINGTON MEDICAL SOCIETY 

A section of the committee which had been appointed to 
consider certain resolutions of the Paddington Medical Society 
on national health insurance services made its report, and a 
lengthy list of recommendations was agreed to by the com- 
mittee. Among the recommendations were the following: an 
effective scheme of consultation with the profession requires 
the organization of practitioners into local societies or kindred 
bodies. Insurance practitioners should interest themselves 
in the local Divisions of the British Medical Association, 
which local Divisions should appoint, where possible, insurance 
subcommittees, to which all matters relating to insurance 
practice might be referred. Medical representation on insur- 
ance committees should be enlarged. The approximate cost of 
the various prescriptions should be published in the National 
Formulary. Arrangements for dispensing ‘‘ urgent ’’ medi- 
cines after hours should be reorganized so as to arrange that 
at least one pharmacist was always available in each district. 
The nature and frequency of routine clinical entries on forms 
of medical record should be left to the discretion of the 
individual practitioner. Any special or systematic scientific 
investigation of any disease or group of diseases should be 
conducted by practitioners chosen for the purpose and specially 
remunerated. Kemuneration and terms of service under any 
form of extension should be at least as favourable as under 
the unextended service. Other recommendations called for 
the provision, in special cases, of medical and nursing facili- 


ties in suitable institutions, also for a consultant service 
all necessary specialist and auxiliary forms of diagnosis re 
treatment, and, finally, that pending the extension of mae 
benefit to dependants and others, Panel Committees shout 
assist in every way the formation and administration of | 
public medical services on the lines of the London Publi 
Medical Service. : 
The chairman said he felt sure all would agree that the 
greatest credit was due to the Paddington Medical Socie 
for the work it had undertaken. If every district in Londog 
and in England would take the same trouble and use the 
same intelligence with regard to suggested improvements in 
insurance work, conditions would before long show a Materia] 
improvement.

In reply to the request of the Midlothian Panel Committe 
for permission for insurance medical practitioners to use q 
holograph letter instead of the prescribed form of printed 
hospital letter, the Department of Health for Scotland has 
agreed to this being done. It further states that it will offer 
no objection to the use of one or other of these forms at the 
discretion of any practitioner,. provided that when the holo 
graph is used such particulars as are called for on the printed 
hospital letter are given. 


STATUS AND REMUNERATION OF 
ANAESTHETISTS 

The Medico-Political Committee of the British Medical 
Association at its March meeting devoted a large amount 
of time to the consideration of a memorandum on the 
status and remuneration of anaesthetists. This matter 
arose out of a communication made to the Council from 
the Section of Anaesthetics at the Annual Meeting at 
Eastbourne last year, voicing the dissatisfaction felt by 
members of the specialty regarding their position in the 
hospital and.the surgical unit, the fees paid to them by 
local authorities, and the disproportionate amount of 
charitable service expected from them. As the meme 
randum has yet to be submitted to the Council, and wil, 
if approved, be included in the Annual Report, it would 
be both premature and unnecessary at the present stage 
to summarize its conclusions. It is enough to say that 
the original draft was prepared by a special subcommittet, 
together with four representatives of the Section o 
Anaesthetics, and has since been scrutinized in detail by 
the full committee. It is believed that the suggestions it 
contains will go far to remove any sense of grievance. 
The memorandum is constructive, and offers a_ practical 
contribution to the solution of the problem, especially 
as regards the status of anaesthetists as members of the 
visiting medical staffs of voluntary hospitals. One point 
which was placed in clearer light when it came befor 
the committee may perhaps be referred to here. It was 
represented on behalf of the anaesthetists that the sessional 
fees offered to those holding part-time appointments undet 
local authorities at clinics are inadequate, in view of the 
excessive number of cases receiving treatment during 4 
session. Anaesthetists, however, should bear in mind that 
the restrictions imposed in the Association’s scale involvé 
the establishment of extra sessions when additional casé 
require attention. It was never contemplated that the 
sessional fee would be made to cover overloaded sessio1s, 
and that is a matter on which anaesthetists who are 

on a sessional basis should approach their authority.
